MR. McMASTER AND HIS CRITICS, 
From The Dial, August. 


WHEN Mr. W. F. Poole, in The Dial for April 
last, pointed out the striking similarity in the 
stylesof Mr. John Bach McMaster and Macaulay, 
it did not seem to be a very wonderful discovery, 
for the quotations given made the resemblance 
so obvious that the wonder would be that any 
reader could fail to notice it. But severa! jour- 
nals, and among them the Nation and Critic, 
have recently filed distinct claims to priority 
in the discovery. [See P. W., July 14.] 
~ According to the Critic, ‘‘it was the Nation 
itself that harped upon the resemblance to 
Green ;’’ and the former journal quotes from its 
issue of April 21: [See P. W., July 14.] 

Fortunately,the almanac is an excellent arbiter 
in such matters. Mr. Poole’s article appeared 
April 1, and is more definite than either’of the 
others on the point referred to :} 

‘*It is evident that Mr. McMaster, in his literary training, 
has modelled his style on that of Macaulay. His intro- 
duction, perhaps unconsciously, follows the method of Ma- 
caulay’s introduction. ‘I purpose,’ says Macaulay, in his 
opening sentence, ‘ to write the history of England from the 
accession of King James the Second down to the time 
which is within the memory of men still living.’ ‘ The 
subject of my narrative,’ says Mr. McMaster, ‘is the his- 
tery of. the people of the United States of America from the 
close of the war for independence down to the opening of 
the war between the States.’ ‘I shall’ do this, ‘I shall’ do 
that, says each of them. Then the form changes: ‘ Nor 
will it be less my duty,’ says Macaulay ; ‘ Nor shall it be 
less my aim,’ says Mr. McMaster. The subject of the 
chapter on ‘ The State of America in 1784’ was doubtless 
suggested—and is none the worse for that—by Macaulay’s 
chapter on * The State of England in 168s.’ ’’: 


We do not regard the dispute,inwhich 7%e Dial 
has taken no part, as an important one, but since 
it has become extended we have taken the 
trouble to give the chronological record, which 
ought to be conclusive as to the original discov- 
ery of our latter-day Macaulay.

That McMaster has, in the opening of his first 
volume, and in the arrangement of parts of it,

consciously or unconsciously, followed some 
his methods of securing the reader’s attention ; 
evident. It is doubtful whether any competent 
critic or reader failed to notice it, or to ascribe 
it to its true reason, the desire of a new write, 
to publish as plainly as possible, without direct 
Statement, his intention to follow Macaulay’. 
method. If McMaster had ever written a boo, 
before ; if he had got his sea-legs on, so to Speak 
he would have known that he was abundantly 
able to rely absolutely on himself. His work , 
wonderful success for a first book, must never. 
theless show something of the hesitancy with 
which a new writer tries his wings ; and we cay 
only be thankful that the hesitancy in this case 
took so grateful aform. At any rate, no reader 
can complain that his publishing of his adherence 
to Macaulay’s method is obscure. I do not 
think, from his first volume, that McMaster was 
fool enough to suppose that his imitation oj 
Macaulay’s opening was likely to escape notice 
I give it rather the obvious ‘interpretation above 
stated. 

It has seemed to me all along that the cuntest 
as to the Macaulay-McMaster style was unwor- 
thy. So far from the similarity being unnoticed 
it was noticed from the beginning. The first 
three readers whom I met spoke of it; almost 
every review in the critical journals referred to 
it. Some, as your own, contented themselves 
with drawing a parallel between Macaulay and 
McMaster ; others, as Mr. C. B. Warner, made 
the comparison ‘‘in a spirit of national pride 
that'a writer has arisen capable of weaving our 
common life into as brilliant and vivacious a 
narrative as that which entranced the world 
when Macaulay took up his pen.’’ Others, as 
Mr. W. F. Poole, directed special attention t 
the exact verbal similarities. But all the critics 
seem to have felt that, since there must be some 
fault in a first book, it was matter for thankful- 
ness that the point of criticism was so minute. 

Then the matter passed out of the hands of the 
critics into the hands of thuse who took a more 
strictly business view of it. Many of them were 
equally delighted and surprised at the discover) 
that there was an historian named Macaulay 
and that McMaster had imitated his methods 
and, to some extent, his style ; and each hastened 
to put in his journal’s caveat for so remarkable 
an instance of acumen. For a time the contest 
raged with all the characteristic sound and fur 
of the proverbial tempest in a teapot. There 
were claims and counter-claims, and each 
‘pointed with pride’’ to his own journal’s rec: 
ord, and expected a large increase of subscrip- 
tions thereby. Before the battle died away, 4 
attack upon the book appeared in the New York 
Tribune. 

I do not propose to refute that attack in par- 
ticulars. Its tone and temper are enough, to the 
literary men among its readers, to stamp It 4 * 
worthless criticism, and there is already rn 
ing of keen regret among the readers :

Twenty instances would be evidence of an au- 
thor’s dishonesty ; three are only evidence of a 
reviewer's malice. 

I write to you mainly for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to recall criticism to its proper field. 
It seems to me that McMaster’s first volume is, 
for the period that it covers, by long odds the 
best history in existence ; that it transfers the 
reader directly into the scenes which it is de- 
scribing, and gives him as good an idea of them 
as he could have obtained by living among 
them: and that it is, in the best sense of the 
phrase, a complete success. If this is correct— 
and | have seen no evidence whatever arrayed 
to dispute it—I for one would not choose for my- 
self the ungracious task of searching with eager- 
ness for microscopic defects, or the petty triumph 
of showing that the statue is a line too long here 
orathought too broad there.
